Over 55 per cent 
of the entire aduk population (over 
18 years of age) recorded their votes 
in favor of prohibition, and about 15 
per cent. against prohibition. Of 
the 30 per cent. that did not vote, we 
may safely conclude that a sufficient 
number would have voted for prohihi- 
tion to raise the number of those in 
favor of prohibition beyond 60 per 
cent, In other words, over three- 
fifths of the adult population of Swe-

COAL MINES IN THE 
TOWN OF HOSMER 


Twelve Hundred Miners Thrown 
Out of Work, and Merchants 
Ruined 


TOWN HAS INDUSTRY 
OTHER THAN C.P.R. MINES 


Dismantling of Machinery Is Now 
Under Way—Company Has 
Lost Millions 


Calgary, Alta, June 26.—Twelve 
hundred miners have been thrown out 
of work and the town of liosmer, not 
far from Fernie, B. C,, is about to be 
abandoned by its population, owing 
to the fact that the coal mines at 
this point, owned and operated by the 
Canadian Pacific railway, have been 
shut down and closed forever The 
work of dismantling the machinery is 
Well tinder way. Merchants and pro 
perty owners in the tow are almost 
paralyzed with fear because their land 
is worthless once the mines have been 
closed for good—coaling peing the 
only industry that supports the town. 

Rumors to the effect that the mines 
would be shut down had been preva- 
lent for some time, but the citizens 
of the town had been living in hopes 
that the reports were unfounded. 
However, the climax came yesterday 
when the work of dismantling «the 
machinery of the mines was commen- 
ced, and many miners, who were not 
burdened with families, immediately 
left for other points, 

The Hosmer mines have been a big 
disappointment from the start and 
the development work has been going 
on at a heavy loss in hopes that some- 
thing would materialize However, 
the seams instead of widening and 
the conditions bettering, the opposite 
was found to be the fact on Investiga 
tion by the mine officers In charge 

Finally it was decided to close wp 
altogether as the mining could only 
done at a great loss, Whereupon 
twelve hundred men have been thrown 


be 


out of employment and the business 
of many merchants the town 
turned to failures through the sum- 


mary closing of the mines, 

The abandoning of Hosmer will 
make the second deserted town in 
that district, the town of Morrisey be 
ing the first town to be abandoned ow- 
ine to the failure of the mines to pay 
lt is known millions of dollars were 
spent in trying to re-locate coal at 
Morrisey and it is undérstood almost 
as much was lost at the Hosmer mines 
ov the Canadian Pacific Railway com- 
pany.
